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Annual Report of Public Health 


Nursing Services in Washington 
In The Year 1966 

Your public health nurse, a member of the Division of 
Public Health Nursing, provided public health nursing in the — 
Town of Washington. 

The nurse made sixty-nine direct service visits to persons 
of all ages in their homes or in school. These were made under 
medical direction of the school physician, family physician or 
when the patient requested the nursing care. 

The nurse visited sixteen times to coordinate group pro- 
grams. Consultations were held by the nurse with physicians 
and town officials in behalf of the community health. 

Twenty-three children in grades two, five and eight were 
examined by their school health physician, Dr. Arnold Walker. 
Sixty-eight children in selected grades were given the tuberculin 
skin test by Alta Ashley, M. D., Health Officer, Health District Ill. 
The test was given at the request of the parent. 

Through the effort of the volunteer workers, the nurse and 
Dr. Walker, two community immunization clinics were held and 
two hundred eighty-two persons attended. A separate im- 
munization clinic was held for the school-age children. One 
child health conference was held. During this activity the 
mothers had an opportunity to discuss their children’s problems 
with a physician. The children received necessary immuniza- 
tions. The nurse was present to interpret the doctor’s sugges- 
tions and to discuss additional concerns or questions the mother 
might have. 

The nurse supervised the volunteers when eye and ear test- 
ing was carried out. Your nurse retested eleven children and 
made recommendations to the families as indicated by the 
tests. 

Your nurse extends her appreciation to the volunteer 
workers who assisted in the community health activities.

On January 9, 1964 we sent you a copy of the deed of 
trust whereby the late Miss Madge H. Walker, formerly of 
Liberty, Maine, established a trust in part for the benefit of the 
residents of certain towns of Maine, including the Town of 
Washington. The benefits so provided consist of free medical 
care at the Waldo Hospital in Belfast and the Thayer Hospital 
in Waterville, and scholarship aid at the University of Maine. 


As of May 31, 1966, the Hospitals had each received funds 
from the trust aggregating approximately $11,700 and the 
University had received $23,450. According to information 
furnished by the Hospitals and the University, these funds have 
been expended on aid to residents of the designated towns as 
follows:

RESERVES . . . Departmental accounts reflect an unexpended 
balance of $4,919.13 being carried forward to the 1967 muni- 
cipal year in accordance with legal requirements and/or as 
customary. | 


SURPLUS . . . The unappropriated surplus of $16,185.15 at the 
year’s end displayed an increase of $6,537.52 as compared with 
the preceding year. The main factors contributing to this 
increase were net unexpended balances and gain on sale of 
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tax acquired property exceeding Special Bridge expenditures. 
CAPITAL RESERVE FUND . . . The community building fund 
with accumulated interest totaled $1,176.66.
